1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: 70. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application.

Specification 

2. The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: in claims 12-17, the term "locating feature" is used to 
describe a part of the tractor-trailer slider. It is unclear what feature is being claimed 
because the specification does not describe this feature. The examiner believes the 
applicant is referring to what are called "tabs" in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-11 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 is unclear. In lines 6-9, the claim states "at least one air spring support 
member providing a pair of spaced apart air spring mounting pads, the air spring 
support member secured to each of the sides..." The claim states having "an air 
support member," but then says it is attached to each side of the control arm supports, 
which is not the case. The examiner suggests clarifying tense and plurality of the air 
support members 

Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term 
of a claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine 
the claim term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled 
in the art on notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process 
Control Corp. v. HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. 
Cir. 1999). The term "coined" in claim 24 is used by the claim to mean "indent", while 
the accepted meaning is "invented" or "to make into a coin." The term is indefinite 
because the specification does not clearly redefine the term. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Nilsson et al. 
(US 5,725,247). Regarding claim 12, Nilsson et al. discloses a frame (2) having spaced 
apart longitudinal side rails (see Figure 3) with at least one of the longitudinal side rails 
including a first locating feature (20 and 21); a lateral cross-member interconnecting the 
longitudinal side rails (25), the lateral cross-member including a second locating feature 
interlocking (24) with the first locating feature; and one of the locating features being a 
notch and the other of the locating features being a protrusion received within the notch 
(Figure 3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claim 24 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claims 13-17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

10. Claims 18-23 and 25 are allowed.
